ARTICLE  I. 

That  Charles  T.  Stewart  is  now,  and  at  all  times  since  the  first 
Monday  of  January,  1917  has  been,  the  duly  elected,  qualified  and 
acting  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of  Montana;  that  the  said 
Charles  T.  Stewart  being  and  occupying  the  official  position  of 
Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of  Montana,  unmindful  of  the 
high  duties  of  his  office  and  the  dignities  and  proprieties  thereof, 
and  unmindful  of  his  oath  of  office  in  connection  with  his 
duties  as  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of  Montana,  and  in 
utter  disregard  of  his  said  oath  and  duties  as  Secretary  of  State, 
and  in  utter  disregard  of  his  duties  imposed  upon  him  as  such 
official,  and  in  violation  of  the  Constitution  and  Statutes  of 
the  State  of  Montana,  was  and  has  been  and  is  guilty  of  high 
crimes  and  misdemeanors  and  malfeasance  in  office  committed 
in  the  manner  and  as  is  set  forth  in  the  several  Specifications 
herein,  in  substance  and  effect,  i.  e., 

SPECIFICATION  NO.  1.  That  the  Eighteenth  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana,  by  virtue  of  Chapter  97 
of  the  Session  Laws  thereof,  provided  for  the  submission  to  the 
qualified  electors  of  the  State  of  Montana  of  an  amendment  to 
Section  10,  Article  9  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana.

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SPECIFICATION  NO.  1.     That  ever  since  some  time  prior 

to  January  16th,  1922,  W.  M.  Biggs  &  Company,  has  been  and 
now  is  a  corporation,  duly  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Montana;  That  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  W.  M. 
Biggs  and  Company,  ten  thousand  (10,000)  shares  thereof 
of  the  par  value  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  each  have  been  actually 
issued,   and   ever  since   on   or   about   the   16th   day   of  Januray. 

1922,  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart  has  been  and  now  is  the 
record  owner  of  nine  thousand  nine  hundred  and  ninety-eight 
(9,998)  shares  of  the  capital  stock  so  issued  as  aforesaid;  that 
ever  since  the  16th  day  of  January,  1922,  and  for  some  time 
prior  thereto,  the  said  W.  M.  Biggs  and  Company  has  been 
among  other  things,  engaged  in  the  insurance  business  in 
Helena,  Montana,  and  during  all  of  the  said  times  has  been 
and  now  is  the  local  agent  for  several  and  different  fire  in- 
surance companies;  that  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart  is  now 
and  was  at  all  times  mentioned  herein,  a  member,  ex-officio,  of

of  office  of  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart.

Biggs  and  Company,  ten  thousand  (10,000)  shares  thereof 
of  the  par  value  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  each  have  been  actually 
issued,  and  ever  since  on  or  about  the  16th  day  of  January, 
1922,  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart  has  been  and  now  is  the 
record  owner  of  nine  thousand  nine  hundred  and  ninety-eight 
(9,998)  shares  of  the  capital  stock  so  issued  as  aforesaid;  that 
ever  since  the  16th  day  of  January.

erty, said  policies  being  more  particularly  described  by  num- 
bers and  dates  as  follows: 

One  policy  issued  August  31st,  1923,  number  413101,  of  The 
Royal  Insurance  Company; 

One  policy  dated  August  31st,  1923,  number  399025,  of  The 
Royal  Insurance  Company ; 

One  policy  dated  August  31st,  1923,  number  399024,  of  The 
Royal  Insurance  Company ; 

One  policy  dated  August  31st  1923,  number  399023,  of  The

That  the  premiums  paid  by  the  State  of  Montana  for  said

in  the  aggregate  to  several  thousands  of  dollars,  the  payment  of 
which  constitutes  and  is  an  unwarranted,  unlawful,  reckless, 
wasteful  and  unnecessary  expenditure  of  the  funds  and  moneys 
of  the  said  State. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

That  Charles  T.  Stewart  is  now  and  at  all  times  since  the 
first  Monday  of  January,  1917,  has  been  the  duly  elected, 
qualified  and  acting  Secretary  of  State,  being  and  occupying  the 
official  position  of  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of  Montana,  un- 
mindful of  the  high  duty  of  his  office  and  the  dignities  and 
proprieties  thereof  and  unmindful  of  his  oath  of  office  in  con- 
nection with  the  duties  of  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of 
Montana  and  in  utter  disregard  of  his  said  oath  and  duties 
of  Secretary  of  State  and  in  utter  disregard  of  his  duties  im- 
posed upon  him  as  such  official,  was  and  has  been  and  is  guilty 
of  high  crimes  and  misdemeanors  and  malfeasance  in  office  com- 
mitted in  the  manner  as  is  set  forth  and  herein  written  in  sub- 
stance, that  is  to  say: 

In  that  he  has  without  lawful  authority,  applied  funds  ap- 
propriated for  salaries  and  expenses  of  his  office  for  one  certain 
biennium,  namely,  from  July  1,  1925,  to  June  30,  1926,  and  at 
other  times,  to  the  funding  of  deficiencies,  salaries  or  expenses 
arising  out  of  the  activities  of  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State 
of  Montana  during  the  previous  biennium.  That  he  has  charged 
items  against  one  certain  special  fund,  namely,  the  Motor  Ve- 
hicle  Administrative   Fund,   which   charges    should    have    been 
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properly  made  against  the  General  fund,  and  thereby  and  at 
other  times,  exceeded  and  defeated  the  express  intention  of  the 
Nineteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana,  and 
contrary  to  public  policy. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

That  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart  is  now  and  at  all  times 
since  the  first  Monday  of  January,  1917,  has  been  the  duly 
elected,  qualified  and  acting  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of 
Montana ;  that  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart  being  and  occupying 
the  official  position  of  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana, unmindful  of  the  high  duties  of  his  office  and  the  dignities 
and  proprieties  thereof,  and  unmindful  of  his  oath  of  office 
in  connection  with  his  duties  as  Secretary  of  State,  and  in  utter 
disregard  of  his  said  oath  and  duties  as  Secretary  of  State,  and 
in  violation  of  the  constitution  and  statutes  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  was  and  has  been  and  is  guilty  of  high  crimes  and 
misdemeanors  and  malfeasance  in  office,  committed  in  a  man- 
ner and  as  is  hereafter  set  forth,  that  is  to  say : 

That  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart,  as  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Examiners,  acting  as  such  by  virtue  of  his  office  of  Secre- 
tary of  State  of  the  State  of  Montana,  and  as  a  member  of  the 
State  Board  of  Examiners  as  is  provided  by  law  and  whose 
duty  it  was  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Montana  to  keep  a 
record  of  all  of  the  proceedings  of  the  State  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers, failed  and  neglected  to  keep  or  preserve  any  minutes 
or  records  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  of  the 
State  of  Montana  between  the  15th  day  of  January,  1925,  and 
on  or  about  the  15th  day  of  June  of  the  same  year ;  that  no 
minutes  or  records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  minutes  of  the 
State  Board  were  then  written  up  and  that  there  is  not  now  any 
correct  minutes  or  records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  meetings 
of  the  State  Board  between  the  above  said  dates  and  that  it 
cannot  be  told  with  any  degree  of  certainty  what  proceedings 
were  had  during  said  time  or  what  acts  the  State  Board  did  or 
performed  during  the  above  said  times. 

That  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart,  as  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Examiners,  has  not  at  all  times  kept  a  full,  true  and  com- 
plete record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners, 
acting  as  such  and  as  is  provided  by  law. 

ARTICLE  X. 

That  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart  is  now  and  at  all  times 
sinces  the  first  Monday  of  January,   1917,  has   been  the   duly 
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elected,  qualified  and  acting  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State 
of  Montana;  that  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart  being  and  oc- 
cupying the  official  position  of  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State 
of  Montana,  unmindful  of  the  high  duties  of  his  office  and  the 
dignities  and  proprieties  thereof,  and  unmindful  of  his  oath  of 
office  in  connection  with  his  duties  as  Secretary  of  State,  and 
in  utter  disregard  of  his  said  oath  and  duties  as  Secretary  of 
State,  and  in  violation  of  the  constitution  and  statutes  of  the 
State  of  Montana,  was  and  has  been  and  is  guilty  of  high  crimes 
a,nd  misdemeanors  and  malfeasance  in  office,  committed  in  a 
manner  and  as  is  hereafter  set  forth,  that  is  to  say : 

That  at  the  time  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart  assumed  office 
as  Secretary  of  State  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  1917,  the 
salary  of  his  deputy  was  under  the  law  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana fixed  at  $2100.00  per  year,  that  thereafter  and  prior  to 
the  year  1925  the  salary  of  his  said  deputy  was  from  time  to 
time  raised  by  the  said  Secretary  of  State  until  the  said  deputy 
was  being  paid  the  sum  of  $3000.00,  but  so  far  as  the  record 
of  the  Board  of  Examiners  is  concerned,  or  any  other  records 
in  the  proper  offices  of  the  State  Capitol  in  Helena,  Montana, 
no  authority  was  ever  granted  to  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart 
as  Secretary  of  State,  or  to  any  other  person,  to  raise  the  salary 
of  the  said  deputy  and  that  such  raise  of  said  salary  was  in  vio- 
lation and  contrary  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

That  Charles  T.  Stewart  is  now  and  at  all  times  since  the 
first  Monday  of  January,  1917,  has  been  the  duly  elected, 
qualified  and  acting  Secretary  of  State,  being  and  occupying  the 
official  position  of  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of  Montana,  un- 
mindful of  the  high  duty  of  his  office  and  the  dignities  and 
proprieties  thereof  and  unmindful  of  his  oath  of  office  in  con- 
nection with  the  duties  of  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of 
Montana  and  in  utter  disregard  of  his  said  oath  and  duties  of 
Secretary  of  State  and  in  utter  disregard  of  his  duties  imposed 
upon  upon  him  as  such  official,  was  and  has  been  and  is  guilty 
of  high  crimes  and  misdemeanors  and  malfeasance  in  office  com- 
mitted in  the  manner  and  as  is  set  forth  in  the  specifications 
herein  written  in  substance  and  in  effect,  that  is  to  say  that : 

SPECIFICATION  NO.  1.  That  the  Sixteenth  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  appropriated  the  sum  of 
Seven  Thousand  ($7000.00)  Dollars  for  the  use  of  Secretary 
of  State  of  the  State  of  Montana  in  publishing,  printing  and  in- 
dexing the   proceedings   of    the    Constitutional    Convention   of 
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1889 :  that  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart  was  during  all  times 
mentioned  herein  the  duly  elected,  qualified  and  acting  Secre- 
tary of  State  of  the  State  of  Montana  ;  that  as  such  official  he  em- 
ployed one  said  Edgar  Stewart,  he  the  said  Edgar  Stewart 
being  the  son  of  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart,  for  the  monthly 
salary  of  Three  Hundred  ($300.00)  Dollars  to  publish  and  iudex 
the  said  proceedings  of  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  1889 ; 
that  the  said  Edgar  Stewart  received  compensation  at  the  rate 
of  Three  Hundred  ($300.00)  Dollars  per  month  from  the  State 
of  Montana  for  the  period  of  seventeen  months  and  for  a  con- 
siderable period  longer  than  that,  the  exact  length  of  time  being 
at  this  time  unknown;  that  the  said  employment  of  said  Edgar 
Stewart  at  the  said  salary  and  for  the  said  period  or  periods 
of  time  was  an  excessive,  unwarranted,  extravagant,  reckless, 
wasteful  and  unnecessary  expenditure  of  the  funds  of  the  State 
of  Montana. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

That  Charles  T.  Stewart  is  now  and  at  all  times  since  the 
first  Monday  of  January.  1917,  has  been  the  duly  elected, 
qualified  and  acting  Secretary  of  State,  being  and  occupying 
the  official  position  of  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana, immindful  of  the  high  duty  of  his  office  and  the  dignities 
and  proprieties  thereof  and  unmindful  of  his  oath  of  office  in 
connection  with  the  duty  of  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of 
Montana  and  in  utter  disregard  of  his  said  oath  and  duty  of 
Secretary  of  State  and  in  utter  disregard  of  his  duty  imposed 
up^n  him  as  such  official,  was  and  has  been  and  is  guilty  of 
high  crimes  and  misdemeanors  and  malfeasance  in  office  com- 
mitted in  the  manner  and  as  set  forth  hereafter  in  substance 
and  effect  that  is: 

1.  That  he  has  at  various  and  diverse  times  used  prestige 
and  position  of  his  office  as  Secretary  of  State  to  secure  per- 
sonal pecuniary  gain  and  favor  to  himself  and  the  members  of 
his  family;  that  he  has  wrongfully,  willfully  and  corruptly 
used  funds  of  the  State  of  Montana  for  purposes  other  than 
lawful  and  has  generally  conduced  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  so  as  to  bring  great  scandal,  reproach  and  repute  on 
said  office  and  on  the  State  of  Montana. 

And  the  House  of  Representatives,  of  the  Twentieth  Legisla- 
tive Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana,  by  protestation,  saving 
to  themselves  the  liberty  of  exhibiting  at  any  time  hereafter 
any  further  articles  or  other  accusations  or  impeachment  against 
the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart.  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of 
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Montana,  and  further  saving  to  themselves  the  right  of  amend- 
ment of  the  above  articles  and  of  offering  proof  to  the  same 
and  every  part  thereof,  and  to  all  and  every  other  article,  ac- 
cusation, or  impeachment  which  shall  be  exhibited  by  them  as 
the  case  shall  •  require,  do  demand  that  the  said  Charles  T. 
Stewart,  Secretary  of  State,  as  aforesaid,  may  be  put  to  answer 
the  high  crimes  and  misdemeanors  and  malfeasance  in  office 
herein  charged  against  him,  and  that  such  proceedings,  exami- 
nation, trials,  and  judgments  may  be  thereupon  had  and  given 
as  may  be  agreeable  to  the  Constitution  and  law  of  the  State 
of  Montana ;  and  the  said  Assembly  are  ready  to  offer  proof  of 
said  matter  at  such  time  as  the  Honorable  Court  for  the  trial 
of  the  impeachment  may  order  and  appoint.
